>ea soniewhero that would explain 
ho wonder to mo. 15 ut I continued 
ay investigations until I found no 
oo'm for any 1 furthor doubt. I did 
noro. After being with Mr. Keely 
or a long enough time to Bolveall my 
[oubts, I wont away and consultod 
-ftn qthors. * * * * At length 

nillpwed mo to work his machinery 
ayself, and I found I could do as he 
id; »ad the machinery for producing 
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sion, which could only come i\ 
somo defect in construction, then 
would bo no danger excepting from 
somo trying piece, which might do 
damage of course.

Return of the Otter- 

The H.B. Co'k Btennior Otter returned 
from the North West Const niul way ports 
jostonlny morning, bringing ns passen- 
gers Meswra. Copley, Warren, Leininger, 
Brady ami eexea in the steerage from 
Fort Wrangel, anil R, Cunningham from 
Stoena. 

The Otter left Victoria at 4 a. m. 6th 
July; coaled at Departure Bay; called at 
Alert Bay, Bella Bella, Woodcock's Land- 
ing and Fort Simpson, and anchored off 
Wrangel 6' p.m. 10th July. Left at noon 
on tho 11th ami reached Massot at 7 a.m. 
noxt day; wan detained there by a galo 
from tho S. W., which prevented the land- 
ing of freight until noon of the 15th; 
crossed to Fort Simpson and called at 
Motlakatlnh, Essiugton. Bella Bella, Fort 
Rupert, Alert Bay , Comox, and reached 
Nanaimo early Tuesday morning; coaled 
thero and loft with tho bark Prince of 
Wales in tow at S a.m. same day; ca^t off 
the bark in Royal Roads and reached 
Victoria yesterday luorriiug. 

The California left Wrangel somo days 
after the Otter and therefore brings tho 
latest news from the mines. Tho water 
has been very high and tho season thero 
as elsewhere very backward. The Glen- 
ora and Gertrude are running on tho 
Stickc-en liner; the Hope is laid up. 

Good progress lias been made in the 
building of the Methodist Church at 
Fort Simpson and it will when complet- 
ed have a fine appearance from tho Ot- 
ter'* anchorage. 

Prophetic "Words 

A gentleman who called at tho Lands 
Si Works Office about a month before tho 
terrible disaster on the Yale road, said 
to the Chief Commissioner: "Tho road is 
in worso repair than it ever has bceu and 
has been getting worse and worse for tho 
past three years. I have no personal ends 
to serve in the matter and did not com- 
mence the conversation; but I warn you 
that the road is getting worse and worse, 
and some day you will rind tho whole 
road swept away and tho entire traffic of 
the upp9r country stopped for a season."

The Convention. — Tho Guardian of 
yesterday says: All tho \arious settle- 
ments in the district have now Been 
heard from hut two, and their nominees, 
wo hope,, will reach us in a fow days. 
The day for meeting lias been nt last 
fixed for August 3d. It was foiled to bo 
impossible to have tho whole of the dele- 
gates present until the conclusion of the 
baying season*, and the high water lias 
considerably retarded this operation. Tho 
tevernl settlements have pronounced 
most unanimously for Reform, and have 
instructed their delegates as to the par- 
ticular planks in tho platform required, 
on which candidates can bo elected for 
this District. We trust that all the other 
districts on tho Mainland have been 
equally oloar in this respect, so that tho 
people's candidates may go to tho capital 
prepared to act as a body . If this is the 
case, not all -the scheming of tho Wul- 
komites can prevail against them. They 
havo a great and good work before thorn 
which will brink' present prosperity, and 
tho blessings of future generations on 
their labors. Trickery, misrepresenta- 
tion, and all tho other subterfuges of 
those whose interest it is to continue tho 
present 6tate of things cannot alter tho 
course adopted by tho people. 

Remains. — Tho remains of Major Wal- 
ker, U. 8.. A., were taken down by the 
California yesterday. They consist of 
part of tho skull, ribs, vertebrae and 
thighbones. They were found tied to a 
life preserver ot tho lost steamer C>. S. 
Wright, and wore still enveloped in the 
Major's military coat, by means of which 
they were identified. The bones, lifepre- 
uervor, and coat were found on the beach 
of u lonely i.ilund not far from Sitka by 
Indians and were by them handed over 
to tho U. S. revenue cutter. From the 
finding of these and tho remains of other 
persons who were on board the lost 
Btoajjior fully dressed and with life pre- 
servers upon them, there is every reason to 
believe that tho steamer was wrecked in 
broad daylight or early in tho evening, 
and that tho unfortunate people had time 
to provido for their safety; but why the 
boats were not utilized must ever remain 
a mystery. 

TflE value of manuring, underdrain- 
ing and fall ploughing has been fully and 
satisfactorily tested by Mr. Dupont at his 
residence on Cadboro \i:iy road. Ho has 
a field of about 1% acres on which at difF 
eront times attempts have been made to 
raise cereals and timothy without success, 
and tho field came at last to bo regarded 
as too sterile to grow anything. Last 
fall Mr. Dupont tried another method. 
Ho ploughed the 'ground-, manured it and 
put a gang of men on who underd ruined 
it. Tho result is marvellous, he has tho 
finest Hold of heavy beaded oats wo have 
seon this season. Tho straw is from 
feet 9 inches to 7 feet in height and the 
timothy is unrivalled. Tho success that 
has attended this effort should encourage 
others in tho neighborhood ~ho com- 
plain of unkind soil to adopt tho eamo 
Bystem. 

T'hr Herald complains that wo are shed- 
ding tears ovor tho "wrongs" of 'Now 
Westminster. If the Ihrald would but 
stand forth in defence of tho rights of tho 
town from which it receives its support 
tboro would ho no occasion for Tun Vol- 
oMJs-f to try anil redress its wrongs.

CHINESE LABOB. 
Coun. Shakespeare, iu accordance with 
notice of motion, mo7ed that tho City 
Ban ister bo instructed to prepare a By- 
law to prevent Chinamen working on 
City contracts or other works. lie said 
t hat he had been induced by a sense of. 
duly to bring forward this motion. It I 
must bo evident to all that tho number of 
natives of tho Flowery Kingdom who 
were employed in the neighborhood was 
daily increasing to the exclusion of men 
who would bo better citizens. He hoard 
only the other day of a number of China- 
men being shipped to this port with as 
little ceremony as so many hogs. He 
thought that men who paid their taxes 
and spent their money in tho country 
should have the prefereno when taxpay- 
ers' money was to be spent. He proposed 
to havo a Bylaw drafted requiring the in- 
sertion of a clauso in all specifications to 
tho effect that no Chinese shall bo employ- 
ed on any contract given out for work 
for tho city. 

Coun. Walker thought that it might 
excoed tho power of the Council to pass 
any such bylaw. 

Conn. Gosnell defended the Chinese 
from the aspersion of Coun. Gerow and 
others to the effect that they did not 
spend money in tho country, and said 
they bought boots and waggons; if Coun. 
Gerow did not kuow it he did. 

The Conns, accused one another of 
buying greens from Chinamen, and final- 
ly, aftor a long and disorderly discussion 
a resolution was carried to instruct tho 
City Surveyor to insert in all specifloa 
tions and contracts a clauso to the effect 
that no Chinese labor shall fee used on 
any labor for tho City Council or the 
City Water Works. 

Carried, Ayes — Shakespeare, Gowen, 
Gorow, Williams. Noes— Trounco, Gos- 
nell, Walker. 

There was applause when the result 
was known. 

A communication iu reference to tho 
dismissal of Messrs. Robinson and 
Plunimer was then brought forward and 
on motion of Coun. Williums laid over 
for one week.

Spiritism and Insanity. 

Editor Colonist :-The statement made 
by the Chicago Tribune of a late date that 
Robert Dale Owen, tho famous spiritist, 
had become insauo in consequence of 
tho "Katie King" imposture is not in- 
credible. It seems to bo tho natural ro 
suit of a belief iu spiritism; or rather tho 
adoption of spirit views would seom to 
indicate "a screw loose" somewhere, some 
groat disorder or unhinging of the ma- 
chinery of the mind, which hastened by 
spiritism finds its legitimate termination 
iu hopeless insanity. 

Those who take up with thoso views nre 
very rarely people of sober common 
sense. Thoy are usually thoso of flight v, 
unsettled and visionary minds or thoso 
skeptical about the profoundest and most 
settled truths, but ready to surrender 
without reserve to the latest novelty in 
belief. They box the whole compass of 
religious opinions and for awhile are fas- 
cinated by the mysteries and revelations 
of the spirit world. Suel here they find 
11 1 solid resting-placo. Their minds are 
distracted by the conflicting intelligence 
that comes from tho denizens of another 
world. And tho alternations through 
which (hey pass from a Btate of exulta- 
tion and hops to ono of despair and tor- 
lure effect in a sensitive organization ir- 
reparable injury to both mind and body. 

The' character of tho responses receiv- 
ed from tho spirits depends very much 
on the person of the medium. Two me- 
diums consulted by the same person an 
the same subjects will return tho most 
contradictory answers. 

To what is this difference and unreli- I 
ability due? .The advocates of spiritism 
will say to tho interference of evil and 
undeveloped spirits. If so, what certain- 
ty is there that the auswers will ever bo 
worthy of implicit credence, And may it 
not bo possihlothat that which to ono is 
11 truth from heaven may really bo only 
a plausible lie, and vice versa, 

A great man;,' facts adduced by spirit- 
ists are undeniably true. A great many 
however, of these revelations and per- 
formances are humbuggery of tho worst 
kind, whoso ohiof object is to delude the 
minds and empty the pockets of tho lov- 
ers of mystery. 

Tho facts of spiritism need not bo de- 4 
niod, but the agency of the spirit-world 
in theso inutu is most strenuously disput- 
ed, 

Not long ago conversing with n friend 
I was informed by him that a near rela- 
tive his whoso faith in tho veracity of tho 
spirits was strong, asked in tho course of 
raediu this tic conversation, "Is spiritual- 
ism of Cod or of the Devil. Tho answer 
came "Tho Devil," sineo which time his 
Satanic Majesty lias been studiously 
a\ oided. 

On another occasion the inquiry was 

made, "How is Mr. V" Tho answer 

was, "Mr. is dead." A tologram sent

Mesmerism and jugglery porform won- 
ders quite as groat, but thoy iuvoko no 
spirit agoncy to cut tho gordiau knot. 

Theso facts of Spiritism aro duo to that 
subtle forco which is man's slave or his 
destroyor. 

Electric;';,- rives tho mightest oak, 
crushes tbi hardest boulder into frag- 
ment, but at tho samo time it runs sub- 
missively round the World as mun's mes- 
senger. 

This electric forco whereby continent 
speakos to continent and whoso power is 
so tromondous, is tho agency whereby 
bodies aro tloatod in tho air, and mind 
reveals its thoughts to mind. 

What is now called spiritualism should 
bo called tho Science of Mind reading or 
Mental Telegraphy. And tho agoncy that 
is activo in these oporations is neither 
spirits of .good nor spirits of evil, but thu 
wavering and contradictory minds of 
men, transmitting and receiving impres- 
sions from each other. 

When spiritism is placed upon this ba- 
sis and regarded not as supernatural, but 
a human means of communication , the 
danger that accruos to sousitivo and su- 
perstitious temperaments, so often cul- 
minating in insanity and death, will in a 
very great degreo bo dono away with.

The Conviction of the ' Spirit 
Photographers" in Paris. 

(From the Telegraph. | 

A strauge trial has taken place be- 
fore tho Correctional Tribunal of 
Paris, and it bus resulted in the con- 
viction of certain "Spirit Photograph- 
ers" for swindling. Buguot, 11 pho- 
tographer, of No. Boulevard Mont- 
cuartre, allied himself with M. Ley- 
marie, the editor of the "Revue Spi- 
rite," who wrote about him and pub- 
lished fac similes of Ins portraits, aud 
with an American named Firmon.froin 
New York learned tho art of persuad- 
ing people that they could, if they 
only willed strong enough, conjure up 
aud photograph the likeness of any 
deceased relation or friend. For a 
long time the firm did a largo busi- 
ness. Twenty francs was the ordinary 
fee, but many wealthy peoplo volun- 
tarily paid 2,000, 3,000, and evon <!,- 
000 francs. Never was fraud more 
clearly proved. Tho operator's spirit 
box was produced in Court; it con- 
tained hundreds of portraits of men, 
women, boys, and girls of nil agos. 
When customers came desiring spirit 
portraits, a young lady, who acted as 
cashier, adroitly engaged them in con- 
versation in the waiting room, and 
generally contrived to find some indi- 
cations of the physiognomy of the 
person whom it was desired to evoke. 
Then ouo of the numerous heads was 
selected, struck upon a doll dressed 
up iu muslin, and a hazy portrait of a 
spirit was produced from it. Buguet 
guurded himself by saying that ho 
could nover guaranteo n likeness, bo- 
cause much depended on the strength 
of faith of tho applicant, and, more 
ovei, spirits were very capricious, and 
sometimes when you called feu - one an- 
other would come; but in very many 
instances the force of imagination was- 
so strong that his dupes believed they 
saw the portraits of their relations. 
They burst into tears, fell upon their 
knees, kissed tho photographs, and 
were profuse in expressions of grati- 
tude to tho professor, as well as lavish 
of gifts to him. 

Notwithstanding tho palpable ex- 
posure of the imposture in open Court, 
a host of respectable witnesses, in- 
cluding a Russian Marquis, the Comte 
do Buffet, Mr. Sullivan, formerly 
United States Minister at Madrid, two 
French colonels, and several ladies, 
appeared for the prisoners, and, undis- 
mayed by tho sarcasms of tho presiding 
Judgo, protested that they really had 
soon unmistakable portraits of deceased 
relatives. The eminent counsel for the 
defence, M. Laohand, spoke for two 
hours, and alluded to Moses, Isaiah, Ter- 
tullian, and other authorities on spirits. 
The Court, however, thought tho charge 
fully proved, and sentenced lluguct and 
Ley marie to ono year's imprisonment, 
and Firman to sis months'. It is ourious 
that the prosecution was not instituted 
on the complaint of any customer, but 
spontaneously by tho police for reasons 
aot explained.
